Lake Villa Approves 
$55,000 Bond Issue 
For Sewage System 

Vote on Second Issue Was 

147 to 38, Improvment 

to- Cost $165,000 

Lak? Villa residents Tuesday vot- 
ed '147 to 38 their approval' of a gen- 
eral obligation bond Issue of $55,000 
to help pay the cost of a $185000 
sewape disposal system. 

A bond, issue of $64,000 voted in 
1948, already substantially reduced 
through payments, was insufficient 
at that time to construct the system,, 
but the two issues with revenue 
bonds will be enough to finance the 
job. 

Architects have submitted to the 
State Sanitary Water Board, plans 
and specifications' for sewers and a 
sewage disposal system which have 
been approved. The next step will 
be to sell the bonds, and seek bids 
for construction ■ of the sewage 
plant. The plant will be situated 
west of the village. 

Efforts of Lake Villa -to obtain a 
modern sewer system, dates back 
to 18*17 when neighboring Deep Lake 
complained to the state that sewage 
was polluting that lake and tnadc 
swimming hazardous. "A' court in- 
junction to make Lake Villa stop 
the pollution, was sustained, but as 
the village did not have the bond- 
ing power to correct the trouble and 
the state would not permit the out- 
let of the sewer to bV changed, the 
penalty of the injunction was never 
put into effect. 

Round Lake Lays Sewers 

Another Lake . County village 
achieving the same results is Round 
Lake. Construction of a $163,088 
system of sewer mains with lift 
pump to connect with the Round 
Lake Sanitary System's plant at 
Cedar and Rehehan rds. was started 
Wednesday by. the Inland Lakes 
Water and Sewer Co., and ' Long 
lake, which was polluted by Round 
Lake will soon be relieved of the 
pollution.

Chicago— Dairy formers will re- 
ceive $3.42 a hundred for- base milk 
delivered to the Chicago market dur- 
ing the month of June. All milk 
that was delivered in addition to 
base milk will get an "excess" price 
df $3.02. These prices are for 3.5 
per cent butter fat milk delivered 
in the 70-mile rone. ' 

The milk prices were announced 
by the Federal Milk Market Admin- 
istrator's Office m/Chicago toddy." 

The June prices are six cents 
above May of this year and 24 cents 
above June of 1954. - 

In June, 1954, producers received 
a "blend" price of $3.06 for' all of 
their milk delivered in ihe 70-mile 
zone. If* a blend price had been 
paid in June, 1955, it would- have 
been $3.30. This Is the second suc- 
cessive month "that the market has 
experienced an increase during the 
spring flush in several years. 

Outlook for ithe rest of the year 
indicates this increase over the same 
months of last year will continue. 
This outlook Is based on expected 
lower total production and contin- 
ued larger sales of fluid milk .and 
cream. ' ... " 

Harry Edwards, Pure Milk Asso- 
ciation marketing department head, 
says the chief reason for the gain to. 
June were lower total production, 
larger fluid milk and cream sales 
compared to a year earlier. During 
June, production on the Chicago 
market was down 7 per cent from 
last (year or 32 million pounds. 
June was the eighth successive 
month that total producer deliveries 
to the Chicago market were ■ less 
than the corresponding month of the 
previous year. 1955. production 
reached 'its-peak during May\and 
came almost a week earlier in that 
month than a year before.

Cost of doing business in the Vil- 
lage of Antioch for the year 1950 
will be $120,37400 according to the 
tentative annual appropriation or- 
dinance, which is on file at the vil- 
lage /hall. This amount represents 
an increase of approximately $50,000 
above, last year's figures. 

Main items which account for the 
increase are' an increase in the ap- 
propriation for Police department, 
Street department and a. new item 
in the form of a $20,000 appropri- 
ation for off-street parking. 

The police department appropri- 
ation for this year was $9550, as 
against 14,050 for next year; the fire 
department appropriation" for the 
current year was $4,000, the figure 
for 1956 has been set at $5950. Street 
department cost set for this year 
was $14,750, while the new appro- 
priation has been set at $24,000, an 
Increase of almost $10,000 for street 
improvement. Only other major 
change in estimated "costs is the fig- 
ure for off-the-street parking. 

It is believed that the additional 
amount of the appropriation will 
not increase local taxes to any ap- 
preciable extent, since the major 
part of the extra money needed will 
be provided/ by the one-half per 
cent sales tax to be imposed by 
the village, under the new state law.

Ordinance Passed Monday 

Will Set Sales 

Tax at 3% 

An ordinance, headed "Municipal 
Retailers Occpational Tax" which 
appears on page- 4 of this issue of 
the Antioch News is expected to 
provide somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $40,000 additional funds for 
operation of the village. The Or- 
dinance whrfchjs authorized by a 
new Illinois statute, Section 10-3 of 
the Revised Cities and Villages act, 
allows "city and village governments 
to. impose a one-half per cent sales 
tax on all retail sales made within 
the village limits. 

In effect, the new ordinance will 
increase the state occupational tax 
from the present 2% per cent to 3" 
per cent. The businessmen who are 
liable for the tax will make pay- 
ment directly to rthe state as in pre- 
vious years, and (the one-half per 
cent will be refunded to the village 
government by the state, minus a . 
6 per cent charge for collection of 
the money. 

The amount of Tevenue to be de- 
rived has been variously estimated 
at from $25,000 annually to $50,000 
annually, but a breakdown of the 
figures on past collections of the 2 
per cent tax which has been in ef- 
fect shows that Antioch Township 
as a whole made.-payments of $202,-: 
860.93 in 1954. Figures for sales tax 
payments for* the Village of Anti- 
och are not available, but it is be- 
lieved that approximately 80 per 
cent of the businesses making pay- 
ments are located within the village. 
On the .basis of the number of re- 
turns made this is carried out also. 

An estimate of $40,000 can be justi- 
fied if 80 per cent of the total paid 
was. for the village businesses, since 
the one-half per cent to be collected 
would. amount to '20 per cent of the 
amount collected last year, or $40,- 
572.12. ; 

To Benefit Parking, Streets 

Village President James McMil- 
len said .that -the, additional revenue 
would be used for much needed off- 
street parking- facilities, more po- 
lice protection and street improve- 
ments. Antioch has operated in the 
blaek.fbr many years; he said, ' but 
added that - some • - source of extra 
revenue was imperative if Antioch. 
was to continue to do so. The ex-. 
pected extra income is reflected in 
the proposed annual appropriation 
ordinance which is on file at the vil- 
lage hall in that more money has 
been appropriated lor much needed 
improvement of streets police and 
off the street parking , spaced .< An : 
item of $20000 has • been .earmarked 
for this purpose, since. ' ■ ,

College Trains Worker 

For Small Papers 

A high school graduate from the 
Antioch area may have opportunity 
to train for community newspaper 
•work In a new one-year course at 
Defiance College, Defiance, Ohio. 
The college (has 'three linotype ma- 
chines and presses io 'be used as 
"laboratory equipment" for the 
journalism class. Practice on the 
linotype will supplement training In 
news gathering and writing. 

Students also will learn typewrit- 
ing, accounting and oral and written 
English. One elective class will be 
Included, such as .shorthand, busi- 
ness mathematics or advertising. 

An announcement from the col- 
lege says that many weekly and 
small daily papers are short of help. 
The new course is being (tailored to 
their needs, which are different 
from the metropolitan press. The 
student will be -trained in business, 
editorial and mechanical depart- 
ments— an all-round ability needed 
on the weekly paper. 

Some publishers are helping high 
school graduates pay (tuition, on 
condition >they work for the home 
paper a year. If the student later 
decides to continue in college, all 
of the year's training will give 
credit toward a degree. 

The president of Defiance College, 
Kevin McCann, is a former pub- 
lisher of weekly papers in *he Chi- 
cago area. He is now serving at 
(the White House as an assistant to 
President Dwight D. Elsenhower. 
He believes that work on commun- 
ity newspapers should be encour- 
aged as one of the best opportunities 
for useful employment.

Every summer brings an annual 
urge to many of us to got away 
from familiar settings and to relax 
at some distant place.

Unfortunately, 
many vacation-goers lake to "fly- 
ing low" on the highways in their 
enthusiasm. 

Speed 1b a serious factor in traffic 
fatalities. Speed, alone, Is not c!- 








ways the primary factor, but added 
to other highway ulfllcultles it may 
turn a minor traffic accident Into 
death. Tho real danger facing a 
motorist traveling at a high speed 
Is not the Increased frequency of 
accidents, but rather the Increased 
severity of an accident. 

"Whenever speed limit signs are 
posted, you should not, of course, 
drive in excess of the limit. How- 
over, a motorist should not always 
travel as fast as the law allows. 
For Instance, when driving In a 
residential district whore the speed 
limit Is 25 mllea per hour, many 
times It will be safer to drive at a 
slower pace.- Because a certain 
speed is permitted, conditions — 
.such as icy or wet pavement — will 
warrant that motorists . keep their 
"vehicles traveling at slower speeds.

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Older Driyers Pose Delicate 
Problem For Sec. Carpentier

Springfield, 111., May 28— 
The driver over 70 years of 
age is a special and delicate 
problem for Secretary of State 
Charles F. Carpentier. No one 
wants to admit that he is over 
the hill, too far gone to handle 
an automobile. 

All over 70 arc now being 
required to pass an examina- 
tion for license renewal. Others 
over 70' are being summoned 
for a driver test as a result of 
a record for repeated traffic in- 
fraction or repeated accidents. 

Still others are summoned 
for examination as the result 
of a request to the secretary of 
state from friends, neighbors, 
or close relatives of the aged 
driver who want to protect him 
from his own incompetent driv- 
ing. These tipsters usually re- 
main anonymous. Many of the 
anonymous tipsters arc wives or 
husbands, or grown sons or 
daughters. 

65,880 in 11 Months 
Since July 1 of last year, when 
a modern mechanical statistician 
was installed in the secretary's 
office, there have been 65,880 
examinations of these oldsters. 
Of these, 18,570 failed in their 
tests. Some of these failures 
corrected their faults and again 
are licensed drivers. 

Tire most common cause for 
rejecting renewal applications 
are : ' vision, 5,769 ; Road signs 
comprehension, 3,050; traffic 
law knowledge, 2,305; Driving 
skill or ability, 5,434 ; and traf- 
fic violations, 1,351. Other 
causes are listed as committing 
a hazardous act, 715; accident 
during test, 38; and refusal to 
perform, 18.

Sideswipes 8 Cars 
An octogenarian formerly 
living in Springfield boasted 
that lie had never had an acci- 
dent. His daughter however, 
said he had sideswiped six cars 
in a month. She was trying to 
get his license revoked. An in- 
vestigation disclosed that he 
settled damage claims on the 
spot with a check and never 
reported his mishaps to the 
police or to his insurance com- 
pany. 

This 80 year old gentleman 
was having another trouble. 
Driving by himself, he would 
occasionally get lost and was 
too stubborn to admit his 
trouble by asking for directions. 
, The examination disclosed 
that, aside from the probable 
senility, the old sport bad. lost 
so much of his vision that his 
whereabouts always appeared to 
him a bit fuzzy. The last thing 
he lost as a motorist was his 
license. This eliminated the ' 
strong possibility of a more 
tragic end to a long career be- 
hind the steering wheel. 

Hard to Persuade 
"It is difficult," said Bill 
Colvin, chief of Carpcntier's 
driver license bureau, "to per- 
suade an elderly person that 
he has driving faults which are 
hazardous, even after a series 
of accidents. A typical case 
was a 78 year old man living in 
a small town near U. S. 66 and 
operating several farms in the 
vicinity. 

"This fellow had three acci- 
dents from driving on to U. S. 
66 in front of fast traffic with- 
out obeying the stop signs. He 
insisted that other drivers were 
at fault in each instance be- 
cause they were going to fast 
to avoid hitting him." 

Carpentier emphasized that a 
majority of the oldsters exam- 
ined passed their first test— 
44,438 out of a total of 65,880. 
Others were able to qualify for 
a full license, or a restricted li- 
cense a,ftcr their handicaps were 
called to their attention.

MUNICIPAL RETAILER'S OCCU-

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Wage-Hour Violations 
Found in 44% of Firms 
Doing Business in III. 

Over 44 per cent of Illinois estab- 
lishments Investigated during the 
fiscal year ending Juno r Z0, 1955, 
(have violated the minimum wage, 
overtime, or child labor, pro via Ions 
of the Fair , tabor Standards Act 
and the Public Contracts Act. This 
was reported In Chicago by Thomas 
O'Malley, Regional Director of the 
U. S. Department of Labor's Wage 
and hour and Public Contracts Dl- 
' visions. . , 

In Illinois, the report shows that 
$336,021 In back wages were found 
due to -4,485 employes. O'Malley 
pointed out that out of 2,104 Inves- 
tigations conducted throughout Illi- 
nois, 1,051 were in violation of the 
basic provisions of cither or both 
Federal minimum wage and over- 
time pay Laws. 

An analysis of tho 1055 report 
indicates that 700 Illinois firms had 
failed to ppy proper overtime com- 
pensation; 98 employers violated the 
75-cent minimum hourly wago re- 
_crulrement; IBS companies failed to 
comply with the child-labor provi- 
sions, and that 207 Illinois manufac- 
turers violated the safety and health 
requirements of the Public Contracts 
Act. Illinois employers were also 
required to pay $1,030 4n liquidat- 
ed damages for the illegal employ- 
ment of minors working -on gov- 
ernment contracts. ' 

O'Malley emphasized that most 
of the violations found were inad- 
vertent or caused by honest mis- 
application of the two laws and the 
regulations set up under them, He 
said that most employers want to 
comply with the laws, and that 05 
per cent of all violation coses ore 
settled administratively.

the close attention of every member 
of the House. 

Mrs. Church stated that her inter- 
est arose not only from her well- 
known determination for a maxi- 
mum of efficiency and economy in 
government but because, as a mem- 
ber for four years of the House Com- 
mittee on Government Operations, 
she, herself, had taken a major- In- 
terest in the recommendations of 
fho First Hoover Commission as 
\*ell as In other plans for legislative 
and • executive' reorganization. 

.When fellow members, In aston- 
ishment, questioned the number of 
the bills, Mrs. Church's only com- 
ment was that there would be more 
when ready. She Intends to intro- 
duce the entire group of blllsseek- 
Ing to implement the recommenda- 
tions of the Second Hoover Com- 
mission.

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State Law Demands 
Teachers, Principals 
Have Annual X-rays 



Teachers and other school em- 
ployees will be required by law to 
have an annual chest. X-Ray as a 
precautionary measure against the 
spread of tuberculosis In Illinois 
schools under the provisions of a 
bill recently passed by the IUUnola 
Legislature, now awaiting approval 
by Governor William G. Stratton. 

The measure will affect nil school 
staff members employed In any ca- 
pacity which brings them Into di- 
rect contact with elementary and 
high school, college and university 
students. This' includes teachers, 
superintendents, principals, direc- 
tors, food servers, janitors, school 
bus drivers, nurses, doctors, others. 

Effective January 1, 1056, the bill 
prohibits the employment in schools 
of persons suffering from tubercu- 
losis in a communicable form and 
requires that ceriflcates of physical 
fitness or X-ray results be submit- 
ted upon their employment. Sub- 



sequent check-ups will be required 
every -two" yeari. 

A joint resolution passed by the 
legislature stresses the ; need for all 
Illinois residents <to have a chest 
X-ray every year and urges that 
everyone take advantage of the free 
mobile unit service. 

Tuberculosis is far from being e 
disease of the past, as indicated by 
the 5,757 new cases and 1,052 deaths 
reported for Illinois in 1054. The 
'first total marks an increase over 
that for 1953, when 4,476 new cases 
were recorded. 

Both measures were endorsed by 
•tihe Illinois Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion and the Lake County Tuber- 
culosis Association, one of its 100 
affiliated county organizations, as 
well as the Illinois Trudeau Society, 
composed throughout the state with 
a special interest in tuberculosis 
control,
